They -would be given either 
to American Roman Catholics,, 
or tiie Pope, or Greek Arch¬ 
bishop Hilarion Capucci, a 
friend of the Iranian regime. 

The ayatollah also showed the 
burnt remains of other equip¬ 
ment found - in the deserr, 
including armaments and 
stickers of lramaa aircraft 
markings, which it is claimed 
the Americans planned to put 
on their Jielicopters. 

Some reports said that 
Ayatollah KbaikhaJi had also 
brought, back seven million 
rials in Iranian currency aod 
documents showing the flight 
itinerary, found in one of rhe 
five helicopters left behind by 
the Americans. But he did not 
. display these at the embassy.

Prison overcrowding worsens 


A sharp rise in the crime rat-: 
is causing grave concern among 
prison governors, who fear that 
overcrowding, already intense, 
may become so bad that four 
men will have to share 13 feet 
by S Feet Victorian ceis ior 23 
hours a day. 

It is now understood that the 
Lord Chancellor's office and 
the Home Office have held 
secret talks on sentencing poli¬ 
cies, amid suggestions that 
sentences should be made 
shorter, and waiting lists 
formed, with “ urgent ” cases 
being jailed first and the less 
serious offender getting his 
turn later. 


Mr Wiiliam Wbitelaw. the 
Huse Secretary, is expected to 
announce big changes in prison 
administration on Wednesday 
us a result of the findings of 
a commiree of inquiry by Mr 
justice May. Last November the 
committee called for urgent 
measures including a big exten¬ 
sion of the building programme 
and consideration of increas¬ 
ing remisson and parole. 

Since then overcrowding has 
reached higher levels with an 
unprecedented increase of 3,000 
prisoners in the first 10 weeks 
of 1980, nor because of harsher 
sentencing but simply the rise 
in crime. There are now 44,800 


inmates in jails designed to 
hold 37,000. 


Mr Brendan O'Friel, brunch 
chairman ' of the Society of 
Civil and Public Servants and 
deputy governor of ■ Winson 
Green prison in Ejrmingham, 
said: “ If a disturbance or dis¬ 
aster put one large jail out of

The fate of grammar schools 
in eight metropolitan districts 
hinges on the outcome of Lhe 
local government elections on 
Thursday. 

Of the 36 metropolitan dis¬ 
tricts io England, only ten. six 
Conservative and tour Labour, 
still have grammar schools. 
Trafford and Wirrcd are solidly 
Conservative and there the 
grammer schools trill be safe. 
But the other eight arc mar¬ 
ginal districts, and in all but 
one a strong swing to Labour 
is expected. 

In Bolton. the Labour 
opposition has pledged to 
abolish the six remaining gram¬ 
mar schools when,, as seems 
likely, it is returned to power 
on May 1. The entire council is 
up for reelection. 

In Birmingham, where Mr 
Mark Carlisle, Secretary of 
State for Education and 
Science, has approved plans to 
restore tbe Sutton Coldfield 
girls’ comprehensive to its 
former grammar school status, 
Labour is expected to- regain 
control. 

Labour has promised to try 
to reverse that decision and to 
turn the city's seven voluntary- 
aided grammar schools into 
comprehensives. AJ1 are con¬ 
sidering going independent and 


joining the Government’s 
assisted places scheme. 

In Caiderdaie, where the-Con¬ 
servatives have a majority of 
one. it is less clear 'how the 
balance of power " will fall 
between the three parties.

Flying boat

An ambitious plan to bring 
beck to this country for per¬ 
manent display what‘is believed 
to be tbe last large British-built 
passenger flying boat in flyable 
condition is in danger of 
foundering For lack of money. 

_ The flying boat is a 4S-seater 
Short Sandringham, berthed in 
the United States Virgin Islands. 
It was buili in 1943 on the Med¬ 
way by Short Brothers as an 
RAF Sunderland and was con¬ 
verted into a civilian Sandring¬ 
ham, ct Belfast, in 1947. 

After a varied career with a 
number of owners, rfie Sandring¬ 
ham, now named Southern 
Cross, was bought in 1974 by 
Captiin Charles Blair, owner of 
Antilles Air Boats. Captain 
Blair was killed last year in an 
accident in a smaller flying 
boat, and the new owners of his 
company are not interested in 
operating the aircraft. 
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The Short Sandringham, -which is now berthed in the Virgin Islands.' 


A bid for the aircraft has 
been made by Mr Michael 
Coughlin, of MM . Aviation, 
Charlton Marshall, Blandford 
Forum. Dorset, and Captain 

Roaald Gillies, a former, associ¬ 
ate of Captain Blair, who lives 
in the Virgin Islands. They 
have paid a deposit of £13,000, 
but now must find an additional 
£20,GOO in a short time to 
secure it, or the machine will 


go to a rival bid pot in by an 
American * oceanographic com¬ 
pany. : 

Mr Coughlin ..estimates that 
it will cost £100,000 to acquire 
the Sandringham, fly it back to 
Britain, and restore it The pro¬ 
ject ha$ the backing of the 

Science Museum,' but the

Tbe plan is to give the air¬ 
craft a complete overhaul when 
it arrives in Britain and then to 
operate it’ for •“ joy rides ” for 
the public for several seasons 

before putting it on permanent 
display, probably at Calshot, 
Southampton, the prewar base 

for the Empire flymg boats, of 

which the Sandringham is tbe 

successor.

Anger at planned cut in rise for the disabled 


Increase in dug 
licence fee

The Government faces grow¬ 
ing opposition to its proposal 
to reduce a planned increase of 
benefit payments to 600,000 sick 
and disabled people by at least 
£1.15 a week. Labour MPs are 
expected to press amendments 
to try to stop the proposal when 
tbe standing committee on the 
Social Security fNo 2) Bill 
resumes tomorrow". 

The people affected draw in¬ 
validity pensions because they 
have been unable to work for 
more than six months due to 
sickness or disability. Two- 
thirds are aged 50 and over, 
including more than 36,000 over 
retirement age. 

Invalidity pensions are paid 
at present at the same rate as- 
retirement pensions, and are 
regarded as long-term benefits. 
But the .Bill includes invalidity 
pensions in the group of 


national insurance benefits 
which the Government proposes 
to raise by 5 per cent less in 
November than rhe 161 per cent 
it expects prices to rise. Retire¬ 
ment pensions will receive the 
full 16 ! per cent increase, al¬ 
though Mr Patrick Jenkin, Sec¬ 
retary of State for Social Ser¬ 
vices, has hinted in standing 
committee that it may prove an- 
underestinrate of price rises. 

The Government has said it 
wanrs to apply the 5 per cent 
cut to invalidity pensions pend¬ 
ing the taxation of the benefit 
in 1983. But Mr Jenkin has ad¬ 
mitted that many invalidity pen¬ 
sioners would not pay any tax 
if the benefit was taxable now. 

The Disability Alliance group 
which contains the main dis¬ 
ability organizations, has 
accused the Government, of.

Eye witnesses 
sdfd it was a, well-planned 
assault, some men arriving in 
boats at the harboinr 100 yards 
away, others on foot from the 
adjoining section known as Tel 
Aviv, controlled by supporters 
of the ruling People’s National 
Party (PNP).

It was the worse air disaster

Sotheby’s had estimated two

Maine" of 1900. which made 
S 145.000, or £63,595. 

An auction record for ail 
American watercolour was

or £72,368. And an auction 
record for chc work of an 
American woman artist was set

On Saturday Sotheby’s were 
offering fine English furniture 
in New York. As in London it 
was rhe items of exceptional 
quality that were most strongly 
competed for. 

An exotica 11 v veneered Queen 
Anne inlaid and stained xnul 
berry wood double-domed bur¬ 
eau bookcase, attributed to G 
Coxed sad T. Worsrer, and 
dated to around 1715, sold for 
S 4 3.000 (estimate 525,000 to

Considering ihai 50 per com of 
Californian marriages end iu 
the courts, it has taken Holly¬ 
wood h long rime iu Junk ai ihu 
real ctnotiuiis of divorce. 
Junes L. Brooks, scriptwriter 
of Starting Over, the film 
abouL a divorce-damaged suimr 
which has rccenily opened in 
Loiuhin, invited Alan J. Pakula 
io direct a similar script five 
years ago. Brooks was one of 
the founder writers of tiic 
M;ry TyJer Moore Show, a cult 
comedy in the Uiuicd StaLes, 
SLill writing light-hearted and 
award-winning television, and 
unhappily divorced. Pakula 
turned him down with some 
words of encouragement as a 

fellow divorce. ** I had just

The idea 
struck home, for Brooks tele¬ 
phoned Pakula out or the .blue 
when he came across it uguiti 
in the novel Starting Over. 

Pakula was cautiously in¬ 
terested.

He 
and I skirted each other and 
screened each other for the 
longest time. He was trying to

PakuJa, an extremely youth¬ 
ful 52, is a former studio exec¬ 
utive who majored in drama at 
Yale, one of a baud of articu¬ 
late -graduates who seem flat¬ 
tered by the attentions of 
Hollywood yet have hidden sur¬ 
vival qualities.

because 1 can work with 
Jcrbrs.” Finally he got bis 
chance tu direct Liza Minelli 
in The Sterile Cuckoo , and 
made his point about actors 
when. Jane Fonda won .in 
Academy Award in Kiutc. As a 
veteran of several Yale produc¬ 
tions Pakula had a tow opinion 
of his owu acting skills. He is 
still star-struck after- 30 years 
in the business. 

“Burt is a wonderFul comic 
actor and une of the mnst 
skilled pcopi-3 I have ever 
worked with. 1 started hy say¬ 
ing: ' What sort of film do vnu 
see in this ? ’ He said the part 
is as closer to who he thought 
he was iHl.ii anything he had 
ever played.

Ghetto inspiration 


Jeremy Marre’s South Batik 
Show film of an all-night song 
contest in a migrant workers* 
hostel in South Africa, which 
was broadcast last year, was 
both moving and extraordinary.

Travel is hell: contrary to the 
modern Gadarene heresy wor¬ 
shipped at cross-roads, airports, 
and railway stations. If one 
must travel, the best way is on 
foot, with one’s mind open. 
Bicycling is tolerable, particu¬ 
larly on counrry lanes'in Suf¬ 
folk. Horses are jerky arid un¬ 
predictable, though to have 
journeyed to Edinburgh by 
post-chaise with Dr Johnson 
and a pretty woman would 
have had its moments. If_ one 
could ever find a seat in a 
clean compartment without 
transistor radios in a train that 
left and arrived on time with¬ 
out queueing, there would be 
something to be said for a long 
journey by railway with a good 
coot panion or a good' book. All 
other modes 'of rravel are sick¬ 
ening. It is lovely to sand on 
the shore aad watch travellers 
on a stormy sea, not because 
of Schadenfreude at seeing 
others queuing for their duty 
frees, but because- it is lovely 
id realize what one .is missing 
bv not traveling. 

" Today the greatest trans¬ 
port of delight for noo- 
rravellers is renewed: the 
sixth edition of the Times 
Atlas thumps from "the press. 
Some of us will never take the 
golden road to Samarkand, or 
see the Taj Mahal, by moon¬ 
light, or climb " Chimborazo, 
Cotopaxi, or taste the chaste . 
delights of Benidorm. With the 
Times Atlas we can enjoy it all- 
from our trusty armchairs, aml- 
let our imaginations - do the. 
travelling. 

There has been a deplorable 
increase in geography in- the 
five years since the last edi¬ 
tion.- New countries,- new 
names, new roads, new reser¬ 
voirs and dams, new imaginary 
lines between nation's, separat¬ 
ing the imaginary rights of one 
from the imaginary rights of the 
other. More than 25,000 
changes have been made in the 
Arias 'io reflect these changes: 

I shall never walk through the 
Rift Valley, alas and dammit. 
But it is a comfort that the 
cartographers of the learned 
house of John Bartholomew 
have altered the tracks sd that 
our imaginations can stroll 
freely through the El Barta 
Plains.

But I do not think that 
they will ever replace Peking 
and Canton as the way that 
EngJish-speakers transcribe 
and pronounce the names of 
these great cities. The Jesuit 
missionaries' spelling of Peking 
has been part of English since 
the chinoiserie craze of the 
eighteenth century. 

After all, we persevere in 
our obstinate way in saying 
Germany, and Athens, and 
Jaffa, and Brussels, .and Mos-

The dust 
jacket, has a photograph taken 
from- Sky lab of Upper Egypt 
and the Red Sea. shrinking the 
Nile and the rest of that busy 
part of the world to frighten¬ 
ing insignificance in the cold 
eye" of outer space. Fortunately 
even rhe demi-Atlas of the 
earth, the arm and burgoaet of 
anti-travellers, cannot pene¬ 
trate into-every cranny of our 
little lives. 

For instance, the map of 
London rightly shows Chiswick 
House: But it leaves out Wal¬ 
pole House on Chiswick Mall, 
where Becky Sharp was edu¬ 
cated and last week there 
was a heavenly display of blos¬ 
soms that somehow escaped 
the attention of the cartogra¬ 
phers. And we can still hide 
from the all-seeing map-men in 
rhe forest surrounding the DpI- 
quaim Bum that runs into 
aoosiopesis: on second 

thoughts it would be impru¬ 
dent to tell them.

Medfioi Quartet : " 
Wigmore Hall 

Judith Nagley 

Hailed in recent years as" one 
of Britain's most 1 talented young 
string quartets, the Medici 
now have the burden of a high 
reputation to live up‘to. Satur¬ 
day’s recital affirmed many of 
their fine qualities, but it also 
revealed some -surprising weak¬ 
nesses which, if they are not 
merely temporary aberrations, 
must be overcome far the quar¬ 
tet to fulfil its promise. 

Their ambitious programme 
began with Haydn's Op 7G No 4 
—in some ways the most suc¬ 
cessful item, despite eccentri¬ 
cities of tempo. The “ sunrise ” 
thefne was carefully shaped .at 
the-, ■opening 1 and sensibly, 
phrased. thereafter, and there 
was a constant alertness in all 
the - players to - the harmonic 
and* metrical ■ subtleties that 
reveal Haydn at his most 
mature. . 

The Adagio, though luxuri¬ 
ant; never lost sight of a steady 
pulse and was nicely set off by 
-bouncy-Landler rhythms in rhe 
.Minuet: : 11.-.must.have; been the" 
appeal of. the same foots tamp¬ 
ing "Spirit .thar- pdrsua’ded the 
Medici tn transform rhe norm¬ 


ally exuberant finale into a 
stately peasarrr dance, which, 
though it gives more point to 
the presto coda, is out of keep- 
iog with the movement's 
melodic character. 

Mozart’s “ Dissonance” Quar¬ 
tet, K465, began by including 
in the introduction all the 
subtleties the composer re¬ 
quested. (and some that he did 
not). Elsewhere a th’ick, full- 
hoclied tone and a general un- 
• willingness to admit light and 
air into the .textures made for 
heavy weather, straining some 
passages beyond what Mozart 
can have intended, Scattered 
throughout, chough, were 
flashes of insight and moments 
- of tenderness thar showed the 
.work’s.essential spirit to be well 
within the Medici's grasp. 

Inere was muen in admire in 
Brahms’s,A minor Quartet. Op 
51 No 2, not least the incisive. 

. vigorous attack and well-unified 
eosdmble that are the Medici's 
•special strengths. This is a dif¬ 
ficult work to pace and 
balance:, the main melodic 
material was .sometimes over¬ 
shadowed, primacy mistakenly 
■ being given to secondary figura¬ 
tion ; and anxiety over" prnjec- 
-tion of tone Jed-to some fore-. 
: ing,"an"d the nee .-.to .intonation; 
problems. Nevertheless,. there" 
was more than enough techni- 
car expertise.

Is this American 


one too many ? 


It ii as true in the Arab world 
as it is any where else that noth¬ 
ing succeeds like success—and 
nothing fails like failure. The 
bungled American attair.pt to 
free the hostages by force, how¬ 
ever. is modi more serious rft&n 
an isolated case of failure from 
i-.ilich. after all, no one is 
immune. But when failure Eol- 
ioivs upon failure, the convic¬ 
tion secs in that this pattern is 
the rule rather than the excep¬ 
tion. 

Even before his abortive bid 
in rescue the hostages from' 
Tehran, President Carter’s poli¬ 
cies faced an acute crisis of 
credibility in the Arab world. 
The Arab reaction ro this latest 
failure C3n be understood only 
if we pass in quick review over 
die reasons for this crisis. 

;»I?5t people in the Arab 
world which, because of oil has 
become t onc of the most sensi¬ 
tive regions for the West, per¬ 
ceive Mr Carter's policies in the 
Following terms: 

® In Camp David, Mr Carter 
departed from what had until 
then been a basic rule in Ameri¬ 
can Mideast policy : not to push 
hr a separate peace agreement 
between Egypt and Israel. I re¬ 
member Dr Henrv Kissinger 
telling me when he was still 
Secretary of St2ie that ”... 
The United State* is stead fasti;’ 
opposed to a separate peace be- 
tv. ccn Egypt and Israel for 
three obvious reasons: first, 
such a peace would isolate Egypt 
from the rest of the Arab 
world, which is detrimental to 
Egypt's interests, second, it 
would cancel Egypt's moderat¬ 
ing influence over the other 
Arno parties to the problem, 
which is as harmful to them 
ps it is Jo the United Stares, 
and third, it would not produce 
peace, because the conflict is 
not only between Egypt and 
Israel, but is snmething wider. 

When Mr Carter, after IS 
months in office, abruptly 
departed from dial rule, the 
only explanation the Arabs 
could see was that the American 
president, whose policies were 
all canting unstuck, wanted to 
achieve a quick victory in the 
Middle East crisis with an eye 
more on his own electoral in¬ 
terests than on United States 
strategic interests. 

® Not only did the dangers that 
Dr Kissinger and others saw 
materialize, but the Arabs found 
themselves under pressure by 
i he Americans to back the Camp 
David accords which for them 
represented, quite apart from 
the separate peace between 
Egypt ar.d Israel, a complete 


Horae Office mandarins are busy 
attempting u» put together a 
strategy to reduce the prison 
population, but it appears that 
this »s insufficiently developed 
in he included in Mr William 
WTmelaw’s general statement 
op prisons expected tomorrow. 
The need for a coherent prison 
population policy has been 
given urgency by the sharp 
upward turn of more than l.f>00 
a month since January. This 
has taken the .prison popu¬ 
lation of England and 
Wales, which includes persons 
on remand and sentenced to 
prisons, borstals and detention 
centres, to a peak at the end of 
March of 44,223. 

Over the past 30 years the 
prison population has more 
iban doubled and the incarcera¬ 
tion rate (persons in custody 
per 100.000 inhabitants) in¬ 
creased from SO to 85, making 
it one of the highest rates in 
Western Europe. Sharp upward 
and downward turns ia prison 
population are not uncommon, 
but this most recent increase 
of seven per cent has especially 
alarmed the Home Office 
because it has occurred during 
a single quarter of the year, 
and has taken the population 
well over the ceiling of 42.000 
which ttfc then Home Seer eta rv 
Mr Roy Jenkins, designated in 
1975 as representing crisis con¬ 
ditions. "Hie average daily 
prison population, in fact, 
remained slightly under 42,000 
between 1976-78.' 

At one point during 1973 
some 5,500 cells designed for 
one person held two. and a 
further 1,700 single cells held 
three persons. Since then a 
new overcrowding peak has 
been reached with almost 
18,000 persons, or 40 per cent 
of the total population, haring 
to shore single cells. 

For several years it lias been 
Home Office policy that reduc¬ 
tions be made both in the 
prison population and in the 


To read on the flight from New 
York to Haiti 1 took a copy of 
Time magazine with a provoca¬ 
tive question on its cover. “ Is 
capitalism working ? ” it asked, 
and casns tu the conclusion: 
’■ Of course, but..."

abandonment of all aspects of 
die Palestinao cause. 

The moderate Arab countries, 
already worried at this amputa¬ 
tion of Egypt from the Arab 
body, began to feel they were 
under pressure not onlv to' 
forget about the Palestinian 
cause but to endanger the 
stability of their own regimes 
which, in Saudi Arabia and 
other Gulf states, are in fact 
not much more Than families 1 
and tribes with flags. Their 
only claim to legitimacy lies on 
a half-traditional, half-religious 
basis and, should they abandon- 
their responsibilities towards 
the Holy places of Islam— 
including Jerusalem—nothing 
much would be left of their 
basis to legitimacy. Any Ameri¬ 
can arm-twisting on this issue 
was doomed not only to fail but 
also to generate deep resent¬ 
ment and bitterness. 

0 American policy towards the 
revolution in Iran, especially as 
regards tire Shah, eroded their 
confidence in the United States 
still further. Quite apart from 
any value judgments on his 
regime or the methods it em¬ 
ployed, no Arab ruler could 
ignore the words of General 
-Kuba’i, former commander of 
the Iranian air force, before a 
revolutionary tribunal: 

“The United States took the; 
Shah by the scruff af his neck' 
and threw him out of. Iran like 
a dead mouse.’* 

There is a measure of truth 
in what he said. After backing 
the Shah unconditionally until 
as late as January 1979, the . 
United States suddenly dropped 
him in a last-ditch effort to 
save the army. Bet as the Iran¬ 
ian revolution gained momen¬ 
tum, it swept the whole deal 
along with it. Not only was the 
Shah discarded like a dead 
mouse but the Iranian army col¬ 
lapsed—at least as a force on 
which the United States could 
rely and which it could use in 
any future designs. 

And so every Arab ruler 
understood clearly that the 
United States would not stand 
by any of its friends who faced 
an Internal danger. 

A When tbe Soviets invaded 
Afghanistan at the end of 1979 
the Arab world saw the United 
States standing helplessly by as 
a Middle Eastern country suc¬ 
cumbed to a danger coming 
without. Some months ago T 
happened to be in the Gulf 
area, when the advance unirs 
of tile United Stares Fifth 
Fleet, diverted from the Pacific 
across the Indian Ocean, 
steamed into the Guif. Com-

© To add insult tn injury, the 
.Americans were now exhorting 
the Arab world against .the. 
Soviet aggression on Afghani-' 
stan. in the name of Islam* 
The Arabs ■ were simply nor 
prepared to see Mr Carter in 
the role of protecroF of Islam 
when it was his policies which 
Had led to the issue of 
Jerusalem, a Holy shrine for 
Islam, being placed, in cold 
storage at Camp David. 

Haw could they respond to 
Mr Carter'*; battle cry in the 
name of Kabul, which had been 
invaded for a matter of weeks, 
and. forget Jerusalem which 
has been under occupation for 
-ears, with no end in sight? 
They refused all effort* to 
recruit them in an Islamic pact 
directed against tife Sorier 
invasion of Afganistan. l'ecling 


that they were being asked to 
fight with the Koran a battle 
which the US refused to wage 
with its arsenal of power. 

-This is where things stood 
■ before the hostage crisis 
' become acute. In an earlier 
stage most Arab countries could 
rot keep up with the sabre- 
rattling from Washington, 
which was rising to a crescendo 
days after the hostages had 
Jjeen taken. The-.- felt the sirua- 
*r:an was difficult ’/or the 
-Americans. Armed intervention 
appeared impossible because it 
could spark off an explosion 
extending Jar beyond the bor¬ 
ders of Iran. Waging a punitive 
•strike would have been a sterile 
act, whose only purpose would 
be to let off steam. A maritime 
blockade seemed equally un¬ 
likely. as it would have ied to 
complete chaos in one of the 
most sensitive areas of tbe 
w or Id. 

But the Arabs could not 
shake off tiie feeling that some¬ 
thing was going to happen. 

We must remember that Arab 
fpclings towards the Islamic 
revolution- in Iran were ambiva¬ 
lent. Those who approved of its 
Islamic character disapproved 

of its revolutionary fervour, 
while those who admired. its 
revolutionary fervour had their 
reservations* about its religious 
character. I: must be said in 
all fairness that the thrust of 
rbs Iranian revolution and the 
violence tha: accompanied _ it 
did not make matters easy for 
fie area surrounding it, who 
regarded what was happening 


in Iran with a mixture of ad¬ 
miration and doubt, awe and 
fear. Added to that was rhe 
feeling of waiting for tbe un¬ 
known to happen. 

But whatever form the un¬ 
known could take, Arabs felt 
tbe Americans would cot resort 
to force. They believed the rime 
for force was past, if only be¬ 
cause activities in the political 
and diplomatic areas nad led' 
to some progress on the hostage 
question. Following efforts hy 
die United Nations, its .Secre¬ 
tary-General and the special 
commission be had dispatched 
to Iron, Khomeini had an¬ 
nounced that the hostages 
would be the first item on the 
agenda of the new Iranian' 
parliament scheduled to meet 
in the second half of May. 

While the Americans did not 
object to tins decision. Presi¬ 
dent Carter suddenly came up 
with the new demand that the 
hostages be transferred from 
the authority of the students 
occupying the American Em¬ 
bassy to" that of the^ Revolu¬ 
tionary Council- As Mr Sani 
Sadr explained to all mediators, 
neither he as an elected Presi¬ 
dent nor the council could keep 
hostages. If the students could 
defy international law by taking 
hosrages, the authority of tbe 
state could not. To me aston¬ 
ishment of many people. Presi¬ 
dent Carter persisted in his de¬ 
mand—not that the hostages be 
released immediately bur that 
they be transferred to the cus¬ 
tody of the Revolutionary Coun¬ 
cil. It was clear that he was 


under the pressures of.the pri-'| 
mar its. Mast people in' the : 
Arab world thought that these 
pressures would not push him 
much further than psychologi¬ 
cal, economic or .political' war- j 
fere in coDaboration viih some 
of America's allies in the West 
As it happened; they Here 
wrongt Not only fid he- try to 
use' mili tary. - force : and *- fail 
lamentably- — which was bad 
enough politically^-but . even 
worse was the excuse he gave 
for this failure. The metaphys¬ 
eal belief in American power 
and technology 'was • badly 
shaken. Obviously a plan of. this 
importance and sensitivity, had 
received the; very best in the 
way of America’s .human .and 
material resources. In'addition, 
the regional stage was all set, 
with American military, bases 
throughout .fie. region, not to 
menrioir the naval ■ units .scat¬ 
tered around the Gulf and the 
Indian Ocean, In-spite of that 
the operation failed ‘'because 
40 per cent of the equipment 
used at fie most sensitive; stage 
of the operation ' broke down-^ 
three out of eight helicopters’*/ 
In the ensuing confusion,

proportion of custodial sen¬ 
tences by the courts. However, 
despite a variety of strategies 
designed to restrict the ability 
and inclination of courts to im¬ 
pose custodial sentences the 
prison population has continued 
to rise. ... . 

Additionally, and of particu¬ 
lar concern, the proportion of 
immediate custodial sentences 
of all persons found guilty of 
indictable offences; has. since 
1974, risen from nine to 14 per 
cent. 

The Home Office argument 
that petty recidivist property 
offenders, persons with drink¬ 
ing or mental health problems 
and juvenile offenders be dealt 
wifi by means outside the 
prison .system has been en¬ 
dorsed by two recent official 
enquiries, the House of Com¬ 
mons Expenditure Committee 
(The Reduction of Pressure in 
the Prison System. 197S) and 
the May Report iTbe Inquiry 
iuto.the United Kingdom Prison 
Services, 3979}. The Heme 
Office has not, however, been 
supported where h really 
"matters, by decision-makers at 
the early stages of the. criminal 
justice process. 

Receptions of all categories 
of prisoners have riseu over the 
last 30 yea re, especially with 
respect to fine defaulters and 
young persons sentenced to 
borstals or detention centre. 
During this same period rhe 
average length-' of imposed 
prison sentences. increased by 
about 60 per cent. The length 
of an imposed sentence and 
time in custody rarely coincide, 
and the gap widened further; 
followiug the introduction of 
parole in 1968 and, five years 
later, rhe extension of one-third 
remission ro cover all time in 
custody including remand prior 
to eonricrion. 

Unpublished data on all per¬ 
sons released reveal a decline 
in average time in custody and

Prisons are very rarely 
closed, even when acknow¬ 


ledged to be beyond repair. An 
increase .in capital expenditure 
would be better invested in 
ameliorating the appalling 
physical conditions ivhich 
characterize the daily experi¬ 
ence of many prisoners and 
staff. A policy" choice has to be. 
made between- further expan¬ 
sions of capacity and meeting 
fie basic standards of 
European Standard Muenuin 
Rules and other international 
obligations. .. ..

Chancellor’s 
strategy 
under MPs’ 
scrutiny

Sir Geoffrey Howe, the Chan- 
cellur of the Exchequer, will 
face tough questioning from 
MPs at a meeting of the House 
of - Commons Select Committee 
on the Treasury and the Civil 
Service today on the Govern¬ 
ment's plans for the economy 
over the next four years.

The MPs were particularly 
worried about bow the pay bill 
could increase so much when, 
die Government, had imposed 
cash limits which were gener¬ 
ally thought to imply a 14 per 
cent pay rise ceiling.

Can the IMF ste p up its help to the 



Before last week’s meeting of 
the International Monetary 
Fund “ interim committee * bad 
even begun the main item on 
the agenda seemed to have 
bitten the dust. 

The substitution account*— 
proposed by the fund as a 
means of Retting rid of some af 
Hie world’s unwanted dollars—•. 
was given Hie thumbs down by 
both .the Americans, and the .Gor¬ 
mans and pul into cold storage.. 

Hut the blow to the' IMF's 
prestige had been softened by 
the time the meeting ended fca&r 
Friday night: .By then; recycling 
wa!s the new catch ward -and 
most of the assembled bankers 
and finance ministers appeared 
to agree that the fund’s part in , 
the recycling! of money from - 
oil-rich to poor countries should 
be boosted. • %. • .. ' 

The reason .fqr agree m ent. 
now is not hard to find. Mone¬ 
tary authorities are fairly con¬ 
fident that the private banking 
system' can cope more or less 
on its own with the' recycling 
of funds from surplus to deficit 
countries this yenr. But there 
are growing worries a hour its 
ability ro do the whole' job next 
year and thereafter. 

The fund’s new forecasts for 
Hie com tuned deficits nf r he 
world’s □ eediest countries—de¬ 
veloping countries without their 
own oil—gives an idea of the 
site of the problem. In contrast 
td\ the industrialized nations, 
these countries are expected to 
go even deeper into the red 
next year as their total deficit 
rises from nearly $7Q,OOCaL .In 
1980 to almost S80,000m in 
1933. A helping band from the 
international institutions hi 


■financing these deficits would- ■ 
clearly be welcome. 

Bat it should be-remembered 
that at this stage..in the last-' 
oit crisis’ there was also..mi£cn 
talk of an increased -role for 

the fund. In the. end the special. 
Witteveen facility, designed, to 
help -oil poor countries .noi en¬ 
titled o large fund' drawings, 
took years to set up and com¬ 
mercial banks did most-of the . 

The. same, could 
happen, again to the.latest pro-' 
pesals far an increased role of.

There are two- fundamental . 
difficulties facing the IMF. The 
first is time of gening enough 
money to lend, and at .the right 
price. Fund officials .believe 
that;-at least .some of the 
countries in payments- diffi¬ 
culties will' need finance at 
below market rates if they are 
not merely to be . dragged, 
deeper and. deeper into -debt 
wkh' large interest payments 
due on top of rhe original 
loan. -• 

Althoughthe fund has plenty 
of motley in Hs coffers 'at 
present; it expects to- need- a 
further boost to its income in 
tbe near future. 


The second problem is to 
provide finance, on attractive 
enough terms to encourage 
third world countries to 
borrow it. Herethe policy condi¬ 
tions attached to IMF money 
are almost certainly a mare 
important factor inhibiting 
potential borrowers than is the- 
cost of fund money. . 

It is far from clear that the 
IMF can overcome these bar¬ 
riers to ao expansion in its 
activity. In Hamburg a step 


was taken in:’dealing with the 
first.

Larosicre, should 
begin talks, with potential 
lenders ,<. In 'practice tbe surplus

One new ‘method would be 
for the fund, itself to borrow 
directlv from the 'member-; of 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries and teen 
lend the money to developing 
countries. Tliiis the IMF would 
be bearing-tSie risk of the loan 
rather than the commercial 
banks or ihc oil exporters 
directly. 

Unfortunately. Opec coun¬ 
tries are’ unwilling to be the 
onlv lenders Involved in such a 
srhSne. Thfc.besr way ahead'Is 
likely to .be through a network 
of Joan agreements, with some 
of che ndrascralized countries 
putting op money, too. 

Despite die general support 
for this., pten at Hamburg, -it 
remains tti be sfcen whether 
countries wiH be willing to cm 
operate when the time comes. 
Much will!.depend on the terms 
on which, the IMF offers to 
barrow tbc money.

Another way of increasing 
the IMF ability to lend would 
be to raise the amount of 
money which coon tries may.

Less obvious progress bas 
been made towards encourag¬ 
ing countries to. draw on the 
fund. The overriding obstacle 
for many is the conditions 
attached to fund money. But it 
■waS clear last week . that the 
industrialized countries are in, 
no mood to infeet developing 
country demands for an easing 
of this conditionality. 

One of the. big advantages of 
fund money, in the eyes of the 
developed world, is that it 
induces debtor countries to 
pursue certain - policies which 
tbe IMF believes wiH improve 
thfeir balance of payments. 


But there is some_ evidence 
of a shift) in fund .thinking ou 
the nature of the policy condi¬ 
tions it lays down. More is said 
now of the need to improve 
tbe supply side of economics, 
particularly by raising invest¬ 
ment-and to keep growth going, 

. This is in contrast ur tiie 
fund’s usual conce/irration on 
the need to reduce demand and 
to cut public ' spending ui 
debtor countries, thus improv¬ 
ing 1 the balance of payments. 
But there are few signes as yet 
of changes iq the IM’sF pohey 
prescription. 

The purpose of IMF loans has - 
traditionally been to proride 
short-term finance to solve tem¬ 
porary payments problems. The 
imposition by the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries of large and- semi-per- 
manent payments deficits on the 
rest of the world as counter¬ 
parts to their surpluses, has 
inevitably changed .the financ¬ 
ing 'needs of many debtor 
countries. • 

Many people believe that the 
fund should now be willing to 
fend for longer periods. Al¬ 
though the IMF is understand- 
ablv unwilling to get inwr the 
business of financing deficits 
almost indefinitely-. It b as 
lengthened the period over 
which its . extended loan agree¬ 
ments are made from eight to 
10 vears. 

Also, the World Bank, sister 
institution of the fund, has now 
been given the go-ahead to make 
long-term loans for strucitural 
economic adjustment, as well as 
its usual finance for specific 
projects. ■ _

Certainly, no 
one can entertain any doubts 
about the relationship between 
Genmin and Uuicorp. 

With Anglo and Cops Gold, 
however, the matter is less 
clear. The crucial company in 
South Africa, of course, is 
Gold Fields of South Africa, in 
which Cons Gold has a 45 per 
cent stake. From tit is direction, 
therefore, Anglo has an 113 
per cent holding in GFSA. 

But Anglo American _ Gold 
Iinvestment Company, which is 
47.3 per cent controlled by 
Anglo, holds 10.9 per cent of 
GFSA. Indirectly this is 
another 5.2 per cent of GFSA, 
bringing Anglo’s. stake through 
these companies in the ocher 
main competitor io about 16 
per cent. 

Genmin is therefore Anglo's 
chief rival for dominance of 
South Africa’s mosc important 
industry. Both companies carry 
grave responsibilities. In their 
different ways they understand 
that success in creating econo¬ 
mic growth and liberal iziog 
employment practices and im¬ 
proving black wages are more 
important than communal ori¬ 
gins. 

Tn such vital fields their 
business rivalry is contained 
by the Chamber of Mines.

Consequently, these sources 
say, it will be very difficult to 
place .the. current offerings 
unless most of the commissions 
and perhaps more are passed 
on to investors as discounts 
from issue price. 


While it could be argued that 
the market’s negative reaction
